I suppose no one reaches the high office of president of our Association 
without having had considerable experience with the Association and its 
problems, during which period he must have observed a good many gaps that 
need plugging. The trouble is that once he is president, he finds that the 
presidency is “more than a full-time assignment.” (Pres. Rep. 1960-61) With 
his regular library job as well (no matter how much assistance his employer 
may offer) there turns out to be no time or energy left for repairing those gaps. 

I consider myself particularly fortunate, therefore, that early in my term 
as president-elect, President Helen Snook Roalfe and I found ourselves in 
agreement that one of our most pressing problems is recruitment. It is obvious 
that we cannot expect to grow in influence and prestige if we do nothing to 
fill the growing demand for law librarians. President Roalfe gave me permis- 
sion to survey the situation and possibilities, and as a result a Recruitment 
Committee was authorized by the Executive Board in December, 1960. 

My survey was addressed to our law school members whose universities 
also have library schools. My thought was that we should explore the pos- 
sibilities of interesting library schools in installing special courses in “legal 
research and literature.” The response was encouraging, and we have broad- 
ened our horizon to also try to provide instruction for law students, interested 
in law librarianship, who need a few basic library courses. Admittedly, we are 
not going to produce a generation of ‘‘administrative” law librarians by this 
simple beginning, but the law of averages says that some of such recruits will 
go on to top jobs. In any case, the crying need is for “qualified” law librarians 
at a lower level—as assistants in a large library or as librarians of a small 
library. 

I count it as one of my greatest accomplishments that I was able to 
persuade Marian Gallagher to accept the chairmanship of this new Recruit- 
ment Committee. After serving faithfully as president, placement chairman, 
Journal chairman and other important posts, she had fondly hoped she might 
be turned out to pasture. But, good soldier that she is, the smell of battle 
drew her back into the fray. If anyone can carry on this project, our Marian 
is the one. 

Your president, with a last lingering look at the blue skies of yonder, 
now sinks into the quicksand of official duties.

So far space law writing has been 
almost exclusively in _ periodicals. 
Probably the earliest book on the sub- 
ject was that of Mandl’? and the best 
known the doctoral thesis of Welf 
Heinrich, Prince of -wsanover.2? A 
search of available sources has shown 
that in 1957 two books ‘n Spanish 
appeared in South America;!* in 
1958 a comprehensive work, treating 
law as only one of many aspects of 
space problems, was published in the 
U.S.;5 in the same year an English 
treatise on international law'® gave 
a chapter to space; and in 1959 a 
work devoted to Antarctica and space 
law appeared in the U.S.17 

Problems discussed.—The most con- 
troversial topic is the upper limit of 
national sovereignty. Some _ writers 
claim it has no such limit; they base

Another hotly debated topic is how 
the law should be developed. Here 
the partisans of common law, with 
its theory of precedent, are at logger- 
heads with the advocates of all-em- 
bracing codes. A middle group would 
consider only problems which offer 
a chance of speedy solution and their 
view was supported by the ad hoc 
U.N. Space Committee. But articles 
on such topics as telecommunications 
and the responsibility of states for 
damages caused by space vehicles form 
a small percentage of the total out- 
put. The glamor of great politico- 
legal problems and grandiose solu- 
tions is more alluring. 

Philosophical undertones.—Despite 
the extent of deliberation, no com- 
prehensive and systematic theory of 
space has emerged as yet, nor has 
space penetration made a noticeable 
impact on international law or on any 
school of jurisprudence. But with 
some stretching of terms and of 
imagination three kinds of theoreti- 
cal approach can be discerned. Ad- 
herents of the first analyze space 
problems in the framework of exist- 
ing laws, or would wait until space 
laws are created by agreement or 
through precedent. The second group 
tries to deduce a rule of law for space 
from its physical characteristics. The 
third already speaks of a natural law 
of space.

Summing up.—From these conflict- 
ing opinions and pronouncements it 
would appear that as of now there 
is no body of law for space compara- 
ble to that of the high seas or the 
air. The broad theory that space is 
res communis is more wish than fact. 
Until international agreement is 
reached space seems to be a no-man’s- 
land into which, thanks to their uni- 
versal character, some terrestrial laws 
can be carried by man.

It proceeds from the general to the 
particular and from the question of 
how law should be developed to 
specific problems, the latter being ar- 
ranged as far as possible according to 
their immediacy and importance. 

The bibliography is numbered con- 
secutively and the works are keyed to 
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appropriate sections of the classifica- 
tion by subject matter. The letters 
and numbers of the classification in- 
dex can also be assigned to each work 
according to the ideas contained 
therein.

Many years before the advent of 
Hollywood extravaganzas, Broadway 
revues, and TV show cases, a Civil 
War Veteran delivered an address at 
a reunion of his comrades of the 46th 
Massachusetts Regiment. At the time 
he gave the address the speaker had 
no idea of ever delivering it again, 
yet his talk proved so fascinating and 
inspiring that he was called on to 


repeat it more than 5,000 times and 


this repetition netted him several mil- 
lions of dollars. The profitable ad- 
dress was titled, Acres of Diamonds,” 
and the speaker was Russell H. Con- 
well—lawyer, lecturer, and minister. 
As might be expected from his call- 
ing, Dr. Conwell’s lecture had a 
“message,” and it is one I am going 
to try to pass on to those law librar- 
ians who have the responsibility for 
building their collection; 
hence my discussion of and frequent 
reference to this lecture throughout 
my contribution to this joint article.

Some of you may have read Acres 
of Diamonds in its first print in 
Harpers or in one of its several ap- 
pearances in The Reader's Digest. I 
am sure, however, that a number of 
you have never heard of it and these 
I want to tell a little about it. Dr. 
Conwell’s Acres of Diamonds was a 
homey talk with the simple theme 
that people do not need to travel to 
far away places or have any great 
capital to invest in order to accom- 
plish great things; if they look more 
closely at the things around them 
they will find that, with these, they 
can achieve phenomenal results. 

The lecture took its name from a 
story an old Arab told Dr. Conwell 
about a Persian who so longed to 
have a diamond mine that he sold 
his farm and wandered over the face 
of the earth in search of it while the 
man who bought the farm found, in 
its white sands, the finest diamonds 
the world has ever seen. The Mas- 
sachusetts version of this story, as 
told by Dr. Conwell, is my favorite 
of the humorous anecdotes that made 
up his lecture and I pass it on to you 
together with the Doctor’s admoni- 
tion that followed it. 

“A young man from Massachusetts 
went to Yale College to study mining 
and he became such a brilliant min- 
eralogical student that the College 
used him to tutor students who were 
behind in their classes. When the 
young man was graduated, the Col- 
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lege offered him a professorship at 
$45.00 a week but the offer did not 
satisfy him. “The idea,’ he said, ‘of 
a man like me working for $45.00 a 
week! I shall go to California and 
stake out gold and silver mines and 
become immensely rich.’ And so, he 
sold his farm in Massachusetts and 
took a job with a copper mining com- 
pany with proviso in his contract that 
he would have an interest in any 
mines he discovered for the Company. 
In the Conwell story, the young man 
was never heard from again and it 
was the Doctor’s conclusion that he 
never discovered any gold, silver, or 
even any copper! 

“The story is much more graphic 
about what happened back home in 
Massachusetts. Scarcely had the min- 
ing engineer gotten off his land than 
the purchaser went onto it to gather 
potatoes that were growing there. He 
put them in a basket that was so 
large that he had to fairly drag it 
through the opening in the stone 
fence that enclosed the potato gar- 
den. As he struggled with the basket 
he noticed that one of the stones in 
the fence was shining brightly and 
on investigation he found he was 
looking at an eight inch block of 
native silver. The Yale graduate had 
spent his life on that farm and had 
sat on that very stone to sell it,” Dr. 
Conwell told his audience; “but to 
the blind youth the stone was in 
Newburyport, Mass. and he, as a 
mining engineer, knew that silver 
was from far away and hard to come 
by and that there was none to be 
found in Newburyport.” 

The Doctor’s admonition following 
the silver mine anecdote went some- 
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thing like this. “You men and women 
at this lecture have within your reach 
‘acres of diamonds,’ opportunities to 
get rich quickly and honestly, and 
these opportunities to get rich are in 
this very city and unless some of you 
get richer because of what I am say- 
ing tonight my time has_ been 
wasted.” 

And now here is my own story of 
a fortune (in books) that you may 
be overlooking. I am sure you have 
suspected during my account of the 
overlooked diamond and silver mines 
that I was going to suggest the USBE 
as the “acre of diamonds” of the li- 
brarian. As I see USBE, it is just that, 
and like the long undiscovered dia- 
monds in the Persian sands and the 
silver in the Massachusetts fence its 
valuable materials have waited long 
for the eyes of American librarians 
to perceive them, for, up to now, li- 
brarians of this country have been 
slow in turning their eyes in USBE’s 
direction. 

In his survey of USBE, Edwin E. 
Williams, of Harvard College Li- 
brary, found this myopia of American 
librarians with respect to USBE his 
most amazing discovery in six months 
of study of that organization.* How, 
queried Mr. Williams, can American 
librarians be ignorant of the contents 
of their own collection? I, too, have 
asked this question as I viewed the 
extensive and valuable USBE Collec- 
tion when in attendance at the USBE 
annual meetings. As Mr. Williams 
says, this collection is the American 
librarians’ own. His meaning is this; 


“The USBE Sur-

USBE Collection. Since the total 
membership of these g library as- 
sociations comprise most of the I» 
braries and librarians in this country, 
well might Mr. Williams expect us to 
know USBE. But, suppose Mr. Wil- 
liams is wrong in assuming that I and 
other AALL representatives sent to 
USBE Corporation meetings would 
do a thorough job of bringing back to 
you information on USBE and what 
it has to offer. You would still have 
learned of its worth to libraries and 
librarians through his Survey* and 
through a wealth of articles in library 
literature that treat of the value of 
exchange of duplicates in general 
and of USBE as a central exchange 
source in particular. The riddle of 
USBE therefore, remains 
unsolved. 

It was that large amount of printed 
material which had already passed 
before you, plus the USBE’s latest 
brochures that were 
you as 


blindness, 


well-prepared 
sent to me and to each of 
AALL members by the President of 
USBE Corporation® that were spread 
before me when I began the work 
on this joint article. As I had out- 
lined my part of the article, it would 
have been largely a restatement of 
what had already been said about 
USBE but when I began to take 
notes from those books and pamphlets 
questions such as these began to pop

members, Mar. 16/61, contained enclosure 
of current USBE brochures. 
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into my head. Is it going to look like 
something new and different when 
you state, under your signature, that 
USBE is a cooperative clearing house 
of 3,750,000 duplicates, valued cur- 
rently at $6,500,000.00; or when you 
write that these duplicates were sent 
to USBE by libraries which did not 
need them and that they are avail- 
able to libraries which do need them 
on an exchange basis and at a cost 
per item appreciably lower than the 
price that would prevail at a profit- 
making purchase source. Further, do 
you imagine that several paragraphs 
by you, devoted to the value of a 
national exchange such as USBE will 
be more effective in proving that 
point than the 1930 letter of Melvil 
Dewey to the Library Journal® on 
that same subject in which Mr. Dewey 
predicted the future establishment 
of a “duplikate clearing hous” which 
he said “would help thousands of 
libraries” and for the financing of 
which he was confident that “sooner 
or later sumbodi wil fynd means.” 

In answer to my own questions, I 
was forced to conclude that I could 
not restate the above things more con- 
vincingly than they had already been 
stated for and at this 
point that my idea of curing that 
USBE blindness with the Acres of 
Diamonds lecture was born. There- 
upon, I decided that I would not re- 
write library literature and USBE’s 
brochures but would leave you with 
them for answers to your questions 
on USBE’s services and how to be- 
come a USBE member and that I 
would instead do a rewrite of some

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of Dr. Conwell’s stories and the oft 
repeated admonition with which he 
ended them all. You have had the 
rewritten stories and the Conwell ad- 
monition. I now offer my admonition 
in paraphrase of Dr. Conwell’s. 


Do not continue to sit on that 
block of silver in your stone fence 
(namely, that pile of unread? USBE 
brochures reposing in your office) and 
draft budget requests for more money 
to use for missing periodicals and 
serials gaps. Even if you get that 
money, you may not be able to pur- 
chase them. They may not be avail- 
able at commercial sources whereas 
many of them may be available at 
USBE if you will just stop writing 
those budget memos long enough to 
add USBE as another acquisition 
source for building your Collection. 

Well, have you read my rewrite of 
Dr. Conwell, and are you now saying, 
“That Dr. Conwell had ‘something’ 
in that ‘acres of diamonds’ theme and 
I hope that law librarians pay him 
some mind but in my case USBE 
would not be profitable because my 
collection is very large and my budget 
will cover anything I decide to add to 
it.’ Mr. Williams, of the Harvard 
College Library, would answer that 
USBE “is needed by libraries of all 
kinds, including the large and mature 
collections. .. .”7 

Or, did you say, “Dr. Conwell has 
convinced me and I would like to 
get some of those USBE ‘diamonds’ 
but my collection is so small that I 
never have anything to exchange.” 
Excuse me, but those unread? USBE 
brochures you are sitting on will tell

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you all about how you can get those 
“diamonds” without duplicates. 

Or, perhaps you were saying, “Dr. 
Conwell was right and USBE is an 
excellent acquisitions source for a 
general collection but it would not 
be a useful source for law libraries 
as it is short on law materials.’’ You 
are right that USBE is short on law 
and it will remain so as long as its 
membership is limited to a handful 
of law libraries! But perhaps you 
need medico-legal material? USBE is 
long on medicine, thanks to the large 
number of medical libraries who are 
USBE members and have deposited 
their duplicates there. 

And how about library science, or 
general reference? Do you need any 
such materials, for USBE has them. 
And do you have a browse corner 
and, if so, does it have all the clas- 
sics included by Wigmore in his “100 
novels with a point of law” and all 
the Arthur Train novels, of which 
most are out of print? USBE has 
classics and there were two Trains 
novels on the shelves at USBE when 
I attended the meeting there in your 
name in October, 1960. And how is 
your government documents collec- 
tion? You may remember that the 
Acting Dean of the Colorado Law 
School complained that law librarians 
too often neglected this type of ma- 
terial when building their collections. 
USBE is beginning to specialize in 
such materials. 

I could go on combating your be- 
lief that USBE is fine for all libraries 
but I made my decision not to re- 
write what is already in print about 
USBE and to stick to a rewrite of Dr. 
Conwell. So in closing I will say 
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(paraphrasing my old friend) that if 
you are lamenting, “If I had a budget 
like the Yale Law Librarian or alum- 
ni like the University of Virginia Law 
too could have a fine 
need lament no

collection,” you 
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longer for you have the opportunity 
of increasing your Collection in num- 
bers and value and, if you do not 
right now seize that opportunity, I 
have wasted a lot of LLJ’s printing 
space!

Opportunities for Library Cooperation 


by MyrTLe A. Moopy 


In July 1959 Mr. Williams’ final 
report on the USBE activities in the 
United States and Canada, A Serv- 
iceable Reservoir was _ published. 
One of the recommendations made by 
Mr. Williams was for closer coopera- 
tion between USBE and the six na- 
tional exchange networks. While 
making his survey, he talked with 
representatives of these exchange or- 
ganizations and concluded that it 
would be of value to USBE and to 
the exchange systems to explore ways 
in which they could cooperate more 
fully with each other. 

Following Mr. Williams’ suggestion 
that USBE should develop “system- 
atic collaboration with existing ex- 
changes,” the USBE staff planned a 
meeting to be held in Washington 
in October 1960 and invited the na- 
tional exchange organizations to send 


their representatives to this meeting. 
Present were members from the Du- 
plicates Exchange Union of the Amer- 
ican Library Association, the Ameri-

can Association of Law 
Committee on Exchange of Dupli- 
cates (AALL’s delegates were the 
chairman of the Exchange Committee 
and its Representative to USBE), the

Division of the Special Libraries As- 
sociation Exchange Program and the 
Science-Technology Division of the 
Special Libraries Association Ex- 
change Program. At this meeting, 
Miss Ball, Executive Director of 
USBE, explained the operation of 
that organization and those attending 
the meeting toured USBE headquar- 
ters. Then representatives of the vari- 
ous exchanges reported on their dif- 
ferent methods of operation and 
discussed mutual problems. 

When the survey was made, it be- 
came evident that the various na- 
tional exchanges had material offered 
which was not needed by those li- 
braries participating in their in- 
dividual programs. Each exchange 
also had requests which it was not 
able to fill and this seemed to be an 
area for cooperation. It was thought 
that these exchange organizations 
might pass on to USBE those items 
it had listed but were not needed by 
members of their own organizations. 
The members of these groups could 
become members of USBE and would 
be encouraged to pass on to it any 
requests that were not filled by fellow 
participants in their own exchange 
groups. 

The discussions between representa- 
tives of the national exchange net- 
works pointed up the fact there were 
mutual problems which might partly 
be solved by cooperating with USBE. 
One of the problems faced by each 
library which operates an exchange 
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program is finding the time and 
money* which is needed to make such 
an operation successful. It is possible 
that a library although participating 
in one of the national exchange net- 
works might find it economically de- 
sirable to send certain types of ma- 
terial to USBE. In this way, the 
library disposing of the material could 
make it available to another institu- 
tion without the cost of listing it, and 
it might well be that USBE would 
already have on file orders for some 
of the items thus made available to 
it. Libraries which were pressed for 
space could decide to send some of 
their duplicates to USBE and thus 
clear shelf space. If the library par- 
ticipated in an exchange program 
such as AALL, it might well receive 
duplicate material which fell within 
categories that had just been listed 
and might not be relisted by the Ex- 


change Committee for another year. 
In this case it might be decided if 
its duplicate stock exceeded a certain 
size that it would want to send some 
material to USBE. 


USBE, which reaches a much larger 
group than any one single exchange 
does, has the advantage of being able 
to bring to the attention of a large 
group of librarians material which is 
available for exchange. Items not 
needed by those participating in a 
particular exchange program may, 
through USBE, be brought to the af- 
tention of libraries which need them. 
If some arrangement could be made 
whereby USBE would pay shipping 
charges this would be a step in over-

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coming one of the obstacles to grater 
collaboration with USBE. Many li- 
braries cannot afford to pay postage 
on shipments to USBE and reim- 
bursement for such charges would be 
helpful. 

Some material which is available 
in great quantities in this country and 
therefore not needed by those par- 
ticipating in a particular exchange 
program may be of interest to a 
foreign library which will be reached 
by USBE. Also, there is the possibility 
of turning over to USBE items which 
are not immediately needed but 
which, if sent to that organization, 
may be requested at a later time. The 
average library cannot afford to hold 
duplicates it knows may have some 
use, but may still hesitate to discard 
them because other institutions may 
need them either now or in the 
future. 

All books which are accepted by 
USBE for distribution are eventual- 
ly listed unless they are chosen by 
visiting member librarians from 
stocks which are waiting to be listed. 
In general, foreign books are offered 
first to United States libraries and 
United States books to foreign li- 
braries. Foreign serials are listed for 
United States libraries first, but the 
United States serials are in stock in 
such numbers that they can be of- 
fered simultaneously to all members. 
Since completing periodical volumes 
for binding is one of the major prob- 
lems facing librarians, this is an area 
where USBE can be of real service. 
Certainly the experience of the medi- 
cal and scientific libraries which have 
joined USBE in large numbers and 
have contributed their surplus stocks 
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to USBE could be duplicated by law 
libraries. Every law library, large or 
small, will certainly have some legal 
periodicals, odd volumes of sets and 
treatises which it may not care to 
list either in its own exchange pro- 
gram or through the AALL exchange 
program or for which it may not find 
a buyer. Certainly if it can contribute 
items it knows are useful legal ma- 
terials to this “Serviceable Reservoir” 
of USBE, it may help to build up a 
stock of books from which it may it- 
self later draw. 

USBE, by having an opportunity 
to scan the duplicate lists circulated 
by the AALL Committee on the Ex- 
change of Duplicates, is now able to 
draw some conclusions as to the types 
of materials law librarians feel is 
worth listing. 


Now that non-members of the 


USBE can make requests for wanted 


items to USBE on a trial basis, it will 
give that organization a chance to 
try to stock needed items and thus 
serve the law librarian. Law librarians 
should not be too easily discouraged 
in the beginning, but keep in mind 
that, except for the leading law ma- 
terials, they may have lengthy searches 
for items they often need. However, 
if this group will continually bom- 
bard USBE with their requests, they 
will, I am sure, begin to have the 
same fine relationship with USBE 
that other exchange groups have 
been able to develop. 


Recent USBE offers include such 
periodicals of legal interest as the 
following: American Journal of Com- 
parative Law, American Journal of 
International Law, American Labor 
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Legislature Review, American Law 
School Review, American Society of 
International Law Proceedings, Con- 
gressional Digest, Congressional Rec- 
ord, Current History, East European 
Accessions Index, Educational Law 
and Administration, Federal Reserve 
Bulletin, Foreign Affairs, Indian Tax- 
ation, International Law Quarterly, 
Journal of Criminal Law, Criminol- 
ogy and Police Science, Journal of 
Taxation, Law Library Journal, New 
York Times Index, Political Science 
Quarterly and United Nations Bul- 
letin. 

A group of British colonial laws 
recently listed included the Laws of 
Gold Coast, 1952-1957, and Laws of 
the Gold Coast of 1951, edited by Sir 
Percy Alexander McElwaine in five 
volumes, plus the two-volume supple- 
ment covering 1952-1954. Also listed 
were several volumes of subsidiary 
legislation and some constitutional 
material from the Gold Coast. Some 
American Bar Association publica- 
tions are in the USBE stock and this 
is, I know, a category of interest to 
AALL members. 

Participants at the meeting in 
October discussed the possibility of 
USBE building up stocks of material 
in their special subject fields. Li- 
braries can build up USBE’s file of 
information on titles wanted by re- 
questing whatever they need. Re- 
turns, of course, may be small but 
only if such a practice is followed can 
USBE begin to collect stocks of ma- 
terial in subject fields not now 
covered. If law librarians begin to 
request legal items from USBE this 
will enable that organization to build 
up an historical file and determine 
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how to stockpile law materials and so 
best serve law librarians. 

As a result of the meeting in Oc- 
tober, the Committee on the Ex- 
change of Duplicates of the American 
Association of Law Libraries pre- 
sented to their Executive Board a 
proposal to allow USBE to participate 
in the AALL exchange program. The 
Board gave their unanimous ap- 
proval. Following this action, all 
AALL exchange lists which have been 
distributed to members participating 
in its exchange program have also 
been circulated to USBE. 

Each fibrary offering duplicate ma- 
terial can now consider any request 
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it receives from USBE, together with 
other requests, and reach its own 
decision regarding disposition of 
duplicate material. In this way, AALL 
members may become acquainted 
with USBE and with the services 
it offers to law libraries as well as 
to other libraries. The facilities of 
USBE can be of increasing value to 
the AALL members only if those 
members make it possible by using 
USBE in sufficient numbers so that 
USBE stocks of legal materials can 
be constantly rotating and replen- 
ished. I hope all members will be 
encouraged to use the USBE and reap 
the benefits of such cooperation.

1. Reading rooms in national and university libraries 

[he essay must give a description of the establishment, structure and functions of 
modern reading rooms. Special attention should be paid to present day trends of 
their equipment and their architectural problems, to the essential elements of their 
stocks, and to their practical administration. Which are the different categories 
of books to be collected in the reading rooms? What can be done to enlarge the 
traditional scheme of reading rooms as for the structure, the contents and a more 
liberal use of the reference collections? Is home lending desirable and to what 
extent and by what procedure? What kind of supervising service would be best? 
Sources of information and experience should be used as widely as possible for 
this essay. 


Central library storage of books 

The problem of central storage has to-day become very important from the point 
of view of practical necessity and of its international aspects. The essay must give 
an analysis of the methods already in use. They have to be examined in connection 
with special conditions (stacks, reading rooms, students and scholars etc.). The 
topic should be considered in connection with library administration, library 
services to the readers and with the problem of library co-operation. Experience 
already gained in the United States should be taken into consideration.

Inu Memory of 
Francis Joseph Owens, Fr.

F. who live in the family residence 
at 26 East Kelso Street in Tucson. 

As their Librarian, Frank served 
the law students, the law faculty, the 
University of Arizona and the law- 
yers of the State with great zest and 
efficiency. He was a good trader, and 
knew with whom to trade. Under his 
guidance the Library kept pace with 
the growing population the 
times. He knew every book. If an 
inquirer would give him the faintest 
lead Frank could either walk straight 
to the answer or find it in an in- 
credibly short time. He was indeed a 
master of his profession and was 
proud and happy to serve all. 

He was a man of few words and 
many friends; his passing leaves a 
great void. In a letter to the under- 
signed, May 4, 1961, former Deari 
Pound of the Harvard Law School 
pays Frank this high tribute, “He was 
a sterling man in every way.”

The address is included in A List 
of Foreign Bar Associations, which 
was issued in April, 1960, by the 
American Bar Foundation, as No. 16 
of their Research Memorandum 
Series. The List contains references 
to bar associations in some 72 foreign 
countries. 


Question: 


We have a voluminous collection 
of Awards, issued by the American 
Arbitration Association, which we re- 
ceive in unbound form. 

Are these Awards ever indexed or 
cumulated, or published in some 
other more manageable form? 


Answer: 


Summaries of some of the Awards 
are contained in the Arbitration Jour- 
nal, a quarterly issued by the Ameri- 
can Arbitration Association. Full 
texts of selected Awards are printed 
in some of the looseleaf services. 

However, there is no easily acces- 
sible and comprehensive printed 
source of these Awards. To our 
knowledge, these materials have not 
been indexed. 


Question: 


Occasionally, I am asked to suggest 
law books that would be useful in a 
non-legal library. I feel that my con- 
tributions in this regard tend to be 
repetitious and are somewhat less 
than scientific. Is there available a 
list of well considered selections that 
I could refer to in making such 
recommendations? 


Answer: 


An annotated bibliography en- 
titled “Law Books for Public Li- 
braries,” which appeared in the July 
and August, 1959 issues of the Li- 
brary Journal, would probably serve 
your purposes admirably. 
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Compiled by Lionel J. Coen, and 
Roy M. Mersky, the bibliography was 
printed in two parts in volume 84 
of the Journal, on pages 2117-2120 


and 2270-2273. The recommended 


legal selections include background 


materials, bibliographies, indexes, 
dictionaries, directories, treatises, and 
legal research books, as well as sources 
of statutory, decisional and regulatory 


law.

Having a 
clientele with a penchant for cata- 
logue drawer dropping, I am inter- 
ested in learning whether this is an 
exception or a future manufacturing 
rule. 


Answer: 


Your inquiry was referred to the 
publisher of the microcards with the 
resultant explanation of their non- 
punching policy. 


“Ever since we began publishing things 
on microcards, the chronic complaint has 
been that concerning the curling of the 
card. To eliminate this curling it is 
necessary to laminate two cards together 
so that you have the same amount of 
tension on both sides. . . . However, this 
laminating of two cards together means 
that the manufacturer cannot punch any 
holes because in many instances the 
punch while being all right on one side 
could very well pierce printed matter on 
the other side. 


“At any rate, I have made a note of 


your registered protest and I will talk to 
the manufacturer and see if something 
can be worked out.” 


Question: 


Several new series of Australian 
law reports have come into our li- 
brary, recently, containing  insuffi- 
cient information to allow us to deter- 
mine whether series are 
superseded.

Former Texas Southern Dean Reports on 
Legal Education in Malaya 

In 1960 the Asia Foundation assisted the 
Department of Law of the University of 
Malaya in Singapore in obtaining Dr. Harry 
E. Groves, formerly Dean of the School of 
Law, Texas Southern University, for the chair 
of Constitutional Law. Although legal edu- 
cation in Malaya is primarily British in form, 
the Constitution of the Federation of Malaya 
is patterned upon that of India, which used 
the Constitution of the United States as its 
model. Because there is no body of case law 
interpreting the constitution of this newly 
independent Federation, it is particularly 
useful to know how the courts of the U.S., 
interpreting its constitution, have sought to 
solve the kind of problems which might be 
expected to arise in the Federation of Malaya. 
Professor Groves has assumed this responsi- 
bility. The program calls for the replacement 
of the visiting professor during the academic 
year 1963-64 by a graduate of the University of 
Malaya following further study by him in the 
U.S. This plan will be financed by the Asia 
Foundation. 

First year law students at the University of 
Malaya correspond to freshmen in the U.S. 
since legal education is an undergraduate 
discipline. They are often not certain, even 
quite late in their legal training, just what 
vocational use, if any, will be made of it. 
Because the University in Singapore has no 
department of political science, undoubtedly 
a number of students who might have chosen 
that field, if it were available, are students in 
law. As a result there is a greater interest in 
politics than would be found in an Ameri- 
can law school. 

Professor Groves has found a _ youthful 
idealism in the Malayan student, who often 
asks him to make a moral pronouncement as 
to whether a law is good or bad. When he 
attempts to expose the content and compare 
a provision of a law, leaving to the student 
the ultimate determination of its worth, the 
student frequently seems unsatisfied, in spite 
of the apprehension of propaganda from the 
visitor. 


The student body is noteworthy in its di- 
versity. Chinese, Indians, Malays, Eurasians, 
Muslims, Christians and Hindus, all study, 
live and socialize in a heartwarming spirit of 
brotherliness. At present there are two 
hundred and fifty, men and women, enrolled 
in the Department of Law and it is expected 
that within two years this will stabilize at 
approximately four hundred. The Law 
Faculty of the University of Malaya in 
Singapore serves both the Federation of 
Malaya and Singapore. There are no an- 
nounced plans at this time to establish a sepa- 
rate law faculty at Kuala Lumpur. 

The Law Faculty does not yet occupy a 
separate building designed for its own 
functions but one is contemplated. At pres- 
ent the library, offices and classrooms are 
located in three neighboring buildings, some 
of which are air-conditioned. The main law 
library collection is housed in the general 
library and is administered as an integrated 
part of it. Considering the age of the Faculty 
of Law a remarkable job has been done in 
the selection and acquisition of the library 
collection. 

When members of the first graduating class 
recently sat for their examinations, the 
English system of external examiners was 
utilized, one from London, one from Aus- 
tralia and the others from the Federation of 
Malaya and Singapore. All twenty-two 
members of the class were successful. 

For the number of students the teaching 
faculty is large, with eleven full time and 
thirteen part-time teachers. Graduates who 
wish to practice are required to pursue a 
short course of formal study of practice sub- 
jects to be followed by an examination 
similar to the bar examination in the U.S. 
Before entering practice an internship or 
period of employment in the office of an at- 
torney or government legal agency is re- 
quired. This post-graduation period does 
not exceed one year. Preceding the setting 
up of one’s own office, two years of practical 
pupilage is required in addition. (Asia 
Foundation, Progress Bulletin, March 1961,

The amazing 
thing concerning these secret gazettes is that 
extremely important legislative materials are 
published therein, the knowledge of which 
is required in order to understand the full 
legal development in the USSR.

Concerning the exaggerated secrecy, also a 
Polish author, Jasinski, complains justifiably 
in his article “The Shameful Legal Press” 
(Prawo I Zycie 1960, 23, 8 vom. 13. Nov. 
1960). According to this source, in Poland 
alone, the following secret gazettes exist with 
a total edition of 38,000 copies: Biuletyn 
Ministerstwa Sprawiedliwosci (Bulletin of 
the Ministry of Justice) ; Biuletyn Generalnej 
Prokuratury (Bulletin of the Attorney 
General) ; Poradnik Dla Kolegiow Orzehaja- 
cych (Advisor for Courts); -Lawnik Ludowy 
(The Lay Judge); Sluzba Milicji Obywatel- 
skiej (The Service of the Civil Militia, 
which is the only police publication in 
Poland) . 

The situation is particularly 
the reason that these periodicals are continu- 
ously cited in other articles whereby one can 
be certain that many a valuable contribution 
to Polish legal science is kept away from 
interested readers; this applies, e.g., to the 
excellently edited periodical Wojskowy 
Przeglad Prawniczy, a

though it does not contain anything which 
could in our opinion be worthy of secrecy.

U. S. District Court Admission Fee to 
Finance Its Library 

The USS. 
District of California recently 
addition to the Rules of Practice whereby in 
addition to the admission fee for practice 
fixed by the Judicial Conference of the 
United States, “each applicant shall be as- 
sessed $4 which the clerk shall place to the 
credit of the Court Library Fund.”

Changes Proposed in Legal Education to 
Meet More Adequately the Needs of African 
Students 


The Denning Report to the Council of 
Legal Education and the Law Society of 
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England reveals the findings and recommen- 
dations of the Committee on Legal Edu- 
cation for Students from Africa. With a 
background of first-hand knowledge from 
having served as the last Governor-General 
of Ghana, The Rt. Hon. the Earl of 
Listowell commented upon this report in 
the Oxford Lawyer (v. 4, #1, Hilary 1961, 
pp. 31-32. With the rapid pace of political 
advance in British Africa, it is urgent that 
Africans be trained to take their proper 
parts in the administration of justice. As 
territories gain their independence judges 
and lawyers will be needed as well as legis- 
lators and administrators. 

At present only sixty-seven law students 
from East and Central Africa are studying 
in England and almost all of these are 
Indian or European. Except for West Africa, 
where legal education has made a good start, 
the number of potential or practicing 
African judges and lawyers in British Africa 
is tragically inadequate. Twenty African 
lawyers practice in Uganda, ten in Kenya, 
and only one in Tanganyika, which will be 
the first of the East African territories to 
arrive at independence. 

The Denning Report sets out a long-term 
plan under which all African countries will 
have their own faculties of law, law schools 
and a sufficient number of practicing lawyers 
to provide practical training required for 
law students. Then it would be necessary 
for African law students to go to England 
only to do research or post-graduate work. 
Presently, Ghana is nearer the goal than any 
of the other African countries formerly 
under British rule. In addition to the law 
faculty at the University College of Legon 
with a four-year degree course, there is a 
school of law where graduates may receive 
a year’s practical training, and evening 
classes for the part-time study of law. In 
spite of this, there are more Ghanaian 
students in England than in Accra. Nigeria 
follows closely the pattern of Ghana. There 
is no faculty of law at present at the Uni- 
versity Colleges in East and Central Africa, 
and no law _ school has as_ yet been 
established. 

The system of legal education for African 
students studying in England is failing to 
meet their needs since the training given by 
the Inns of Court is intended for students 
who want to practice in the United King- 
dom. Much of the African law consists of 
native law and customs governing such 
important matters as inheritance and family 
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relations. In some parts of Africa a 
knowledge of Moslem law is indispensable. 
so African students would find African or 
Moslem law far more profitable subjects for 
study than Roman law. In Africa every 
qualified person can act both as barrister 
and solicitor for legal practice is “fused”. 

A quick response to the proposals of the 
Denning Report is desirable so that sufficient 
numbers of competent professional men, 
including a large proportion of Africans, 
are equipped with legal training to assume 
the responsibilities of self government as the 
overseas dependencies attain their inde- 
pendence. 


U. of Virginia Law Library Has Received 
Notable Support of Alumni and Students 


Support given by the Law School Associ- 
ation, the alumni organization, has con- 
tributed immeasurably to the size and 
quality of the present University of Virginia 
Law Library. In 1938 the Association was 
reactivated for the expressed purpose of 
assisting in the improvement of the ex- 
isting library facilities. The collection at 
that time contained 30,000 volumes. Through 
efforts of the Law School Association, that 
year the Virginia General Assembly _in- 
creased its appropriation for books from 
two thousand dollars to fifteen thousand 
dollars and by 1942 the Legislature had 
augmented its contribution by 650 per cent. 
Between 1942 and 1944 the General As- 
sembly appropriated funds for permitting 
the long-overdue cataloging and classification 
of the collection, which by then had tripled 
in size. 

In 1953 retired Associate Justice Stanley 
F. Reed ‘o8 of the United States Supreme 
Court had the honor of presenting the one 
hundred thousandth volume to the Law Li- 
brary. During the preceding ten years while 
the General Assembly had appropriated $150 
thousand dollars, the Law School alumni 
had contributed $165 thousand dollars in 
books and cash. This accounted for more 
than one-half of the Library’s growth. Con- 
tributions from the alumni continue to be 
made to the present collection of more than 
134 thousand volumes. (1g Virginia Law 
Weekly, #21, April 21, 1961) 


Grants Made for Educating Law Students As 
to Their Professional Responsibilities 


The first series of grants by the National 
Council on Legal Clinics will be used by six 
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law schools for the support of experimental 
projects in education for professional re- 
sponsibility. Grants totaling $194,150 will be 
used over a three-year period for the pay- 
ment of salaries and expenses of law teach- 
ers who will direct these projects in the law 
schools of the University of Illinois, Wil- 
lamette University, the University of Denver, 
Northwestern University, Ohio State Univer- 
sity and Temple University. 

The Council, established to administer the 
Ford Foundation grant, includes in the term 
“professional responsibility” the lawyer’s ob- 
ligation toward law reform, improvement of 
governmental and judicial administration, 
provision of adequate legal services for the 
indigent and unpopular, in both civil and 
criminal cases, and community services in 
educational and charitable organizations. In 
order that clients may be aided with their 
problems as a whole and not merely with 
the legal aspects, the Council is interested in 
developing more effective lawyer relation- 
ships with other professional disciplines, 
such as psychiatry and social work. 

Grants vary in size from $20,000 to $40,000. 
There is considerable variation also in the 
contents and procedures of the programs 
which will be employed. Experiments in 
education for professional responsibility are 
in progress in a number of schools not re- 
ceiving Council support. The Council will 
welcome information about such projects 
so that it may serve as a clearing house in 
a study and evaluation of the success of the 
experiments and in making the decision 
about the continuation of the projects and 
their use in other schools. 


Western Reserve University Experiments in 
Electronic Retrieval of Legal Material 


Since 1955 the Center for Documentation 
and Communication Research, a research arm 
of the School of Library Science, at Western 
Reserve University has been engaged in an 
investigation of the feasibility of searching 
metallurgical literature by machine. Although 
the investigation, operating under contracts 
with the American Society for Metals and the 
National Science Foundation, has a scientific 
emphasis, the project personnel decided to 
investigate the problems connected with ap- 
plication of advanced computer techniques 
to searching and correlating information of 
interest to lawyers. 

The Sales provisions of the Uniform Com- 
mercial Code and the cases interpreting this 
part of the Code were selected for study be- 
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cause of the Code’s potential national im- 
portance. Sales was chosen in the belief that 
if the machine system directed the questioner 
to all the relevant code passages and cases,

There are several methods of processing 
for machine searching. One is to 
translate every the source material 
into machine-readable form.

out a complex syntactical analysis which is 
too expensive to be included at the present 
time. Another method of indexing which 
could be used is the “topic” and “subtopic” 
type used by West Publishing Company. The 
disadvantage of this method in machine 
searching is that the key words would have 
to be anticipated and the index would be 
conceptual rather than specific. Western Re- 
serve University used a third method which 
is a compromise between the specific and 
the abstract; only “significant words” which 
convey the important concepts in the pas- 
sage are selected for indexing. 

The heart of the WRU indexing system 
is the semantic code into which significant 
converted. The WRU analysts 
constructed a highly simplified symbolic 
grammar consisting of three-digit combina- 
tions of letters, e.g., KEJ, KAM, KVJ, called 
“role-indicators.” Such role indicators desig- 
nate fundamental relationships basic to the 
law: parties, places and things, basis of ac- 
tion or issue, defense and relief sought. 

Very briefly the processing 
source materials under the WRU system is 
as follows: (1) The abstracter analyzes the 
statement to be encoded and writes down 
the significant words in their ordinary form; 
translate them into the seman- 
tic code. He role-indicators to the 
words, adding punctuation symbols. (2) A 
machine operator copies this abstract on the 
key-punch unit. (3) rhe punch-card equip- 
ment automatically the wholly 
symbolic abstract on magnetic tape. Search- 
ing is accomplished by the use of the tape

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pilot study indicates that its system achieves 
depth and flexibility far exceeding the prac- 
tical possibilities of printed indexes. At this 
Stage a statement of comparative costs of 
conventional and machine searching is only 
a “meaningless guess.” It is known that “the 
computer performs repetitive, routine tasks 
more thoroughly, at lower cost, and faster 
than a human being,” but it releases the 
human to perform the reasoning tasks. (45 
Minn. Law Rev. 229-248, Dec. 1960) 


Directory Supplies Information About 
American Foundations 


Publication of The Foundation Directory, 
Edition I was a highlight of 1960 for The 
Foundation Library Center (see: Current 
Comments, Nov. 1960) according to the 
1960 Annual Report by F. Emerson Andrews, 
Director. Information on foundations 
meeting a certain size qualification was in- 
cluded. Although the library contains in- 
formation on 17,783 “foundations” only 
12,000 are foundations in the Center’s in- 
terpretation. 

Ihe Directory contains an extensive intro- 
duction by the Director tabulating and sum- 
marizing included data and reporting a 
special survey of the flow of foundation 
funds. American foundations were discovered 
to have assets totaling $11.5 billion, with 
annual grants in the neighborhood of $6.25 
million with 41 per cent of the present 
grants flowing into the field of education. 
The Directory was published by the Rus- 
sell Sage Foundation in July 1960 and in 
less than six months the large first edition 
nearly exhausted. Work on Edition 2 
is to commence in the summer of 1961. 

In order to make the information about 
foundations more readily available and not 
limits its use to those who could visit the 
headquarters library in New York City, re- 
gional depositories were established during 
1960 in Kansas City, Missouri; Austin, Texas; 
and Atlanta, Georgia. The first was set up 
in 1959 at the Midwest Inter-Library Center 
in Chicago; a fifth was scheduled for open- 
ing in February 1961 under auspices of the 
Cleveland Foundation Library, Cleveland, 
Ohio. 

4 bimonthly publication entitled Founda- 
tion News: Bulletin of the Foundation Li- 
brary Center was initiated by the Center in 
September in order to supply significant in- 
formation more quickly to a wider public. 
This is the one activity of the Center for 
which a charge is made, to cover printing

arship Fund. 

The Association of Law Libraries of Up- 
state New York made the first contribution 
to the AALL Scholarship Fund as a me- 
morial to Mr. Fred E. Rosbrook, a Life 
member of the chapter and formerly Law 
Librarian of the Appellate Division, 4th 
Department, Rochester. Mr. Rosbrook passed 
away on December 14, 1960. 

It is hoped that this will be a continuing 
fund and that contributions will be made 
as memorials to or in honor or recognition 
of colleagues. Contributions should be made 
payable to the AALL Scholarship Fund and 
mailed to the Treasurer of AALL, Mr. Wil- 
liam D. Murphy, 2900 Prudential Plaza, Chi- 
cago 1, Illinois. 


Unlocated Research Books Should Be Listed 


The Union Catalog Division of the Library 
of Congress publishes the “Weekly List of 
Unlocated Research Books” which is circu- 
larized to 65 leading reference libraries. This 
list contains books which are needed for 
research purposes in the United States but 
which cannot be found in the National 
Union Catalog. Items of this nature which 
are not located through the “Weekly List” 
are published annually in selective form in 
the Union Catalog Division’s “Select List of 
Unlocated Research Books.” No. 24 thereof, 
covering the year 1960, contains more than 
25, items of a legal nature. 

The “Select List” serves the purpose of 
alerting libraries which are not among the 
65, libraries receiving the “Weekly List” but 
which have items listed therein. Any law 
library which has specialized holdings in a 
particular field should check the “Selected 
List” and report any of these items which 
they have to the Union Catalog Division of 
the Library of Congress. (William B. Stern, 
Foreign Law Librarian, L.A.C.L.L.) 


Recommendations Made for Library 
Cooperation in Ghana 

In October, 1960, Elizabeth M. Moys, 
formerly at the University of London’s In- 


stitute of Advanced Legal Studies but cur- 
rently at the Balme Library, University Col- 
lege of Ghana, was asked by the Chief Justice 
of Ghana, Sir Arku Korsah, to survey the 
Supreme Court Library in Accra and to 
make recommendations for its improvement. 
She was unable to consider it in complete 
isolation since in addition to the Supreme 
Court Library there are the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s Library, the Ghana Law School Li- 
brary and the Balme Library in Accra. She 
saw the place filled by each of these libraries 
and made recommendations on the basis of 
their cooperation in acquisitions and use in 
order to bring about better facilities at a 
minimum of cost to all. 

The Supreme Court Library, located on 
the top floor of the Supreme Court Building, 
is conveniently placed for the people who 
use it regularly, but inadequate space places 
a limitation on any appreciable expansion 
of the collection at present. It is anticipated 
that some time in 1961 when the Magistrates’ 
Courts and their ancillary departments move 
into their new building more adequate space 
will be available for the Supreme Court Li- 
brary. Miss Moys has recommended that 
when expansion is possible seating and read- 
ing space be increased from the present 
twelve to 25-30 and that shelving space be 
provided to accommodate 7,000-8,000 vol- 
umes. Currently there are 3,000 volumes in 
the main library; the 2,000-3,000 volumes 
housed in the judges’ chambers are dupli- 
cate sets of basic reports and should remain 
there. 

Most of the books in the main library 
are shelved in glass-fronted shelf-units which 
have not prevented great deterioration under 
conditions of the tropical climate; extensive 
rebinding will be required. The recommen- 
dation was made that these glass fronts be 
removed at once to allow the circulation of 
air around the books and that until such 
time as the library can be air-conditioned 
with the moisture content correctly con- 
trolled for the preservation of paper, that a 
continuous program of cleaning and treat- 
ment with insecticide be carried on. 

The main holdings are a basic minimum 
English and West African Law collection. 
There are few law journals and these pos- 
sess large gaps. Law reports for jurisdictions 
outside the United Kingdom and West Africa 
are not held. The collection includes a fairly 
generous selection of English treatises but 
there are few treatises from other Common 
Law countries. Miss Moys’ report includes 
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four appendices; the first is a Recommended 
List of large-scale publications for the Ghana 
law libraries. This list shows the present 
holdings of the four law libraries in Ghana 
and indicates first and second priorities in 
a cooperative plan for the development of 
their collections within the next five to ten 
years. Distribution of the material in a man- 
ner which best suits the needs and capacities 
of these libraries would be determined by 
their governing authorities. In addition, Miss 
Moys recommends the adoption of a uni- 
form classification scheme for the four li- 
braries and the establishment of a Union 
Catalog with a copy in each of the co- 
operating libraries. 

The appointment of a_ professionally 
trained and experienced librarian is es- 
sential to the improvement and expansion 
of the Supreme Court Library now main- 
tained by two clerical appointees with no 
library training. In order to insure a full 
library organization and to establish stand- 
ard library procedures, it is desirable to 
obtain the services of a law library expert 
from a Common Law country for one or two 
years before the move to new premises takes 
place. The expert could train the perma- 
nent staff of the cooperating libraries in law 
library principles. The new Ghana Library 
School which will start producing trained 
librarians at the rate of about twelve a year 
starting in July, 1962, will be a reservoir for 
the much needed professional librarians in 
this new and rapidly developing country.

Automation in Large Research Library Will 
Be Studied at Library of Congress 

The Librarian of Congress, Dr. L. Quincy 
Mumford, announced in April the receipt of 
a grant of $100,000 from the Council on 
Library Resources for a survey of the pos- 
sibilities of automating the organization, 
storage, and retrieval of information in a 
large research library. The study will include 
not only the information system of the Li- 
brary of Congress as a research library but 
also its interrelation to other research li- 
braries. While the feasibility of information 
retrieval has been demonstrated in special li- 
braries or with homogeneous subject ma- 
terial, the problems in this investigation will 
be the retrieval of information in a large 
research library with heterogeneous material, 
with a constant influx of new materials on 
new subjects, and in response to an infinite 
diversity of needs. 
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The survey will be conducted by a team 
of leading experts in computer technology, 
data processing, system analysis, and in- 
formation storage and retrieval. Dr. Gilbert 
W. King, Director of Research for the Inter- 
national Business Machines Corporation, will 
head the group. Work scheduled to begin 
late in May is expected to be completed in 
approximately three months. However, be- 
cause of the responsibilities of the team 
members to their firms and work on Gov- 
ernment contracts, their report may not be 
published for a year. 

A preliminary grant from the Council on 
Library Resources, made in October 1960, 
enabled the Library of Congress to do the 
careful planning necessary for this study 
which is another step in a series to explore 
mechanization. Throughout all the investi- 
gations care has been taken not to announce 
changes which might benefit the Library of 
Congress but which would have an adverse 
effect on the country’s library system, in 
which the Library of Congress plays a central 
role. It is expected that the result of the 
current study will be a statement of the 
feasibility of mechanization of research li- 
brary activities and will provide a program 
for mechanization which may be followed in 
the next decade. (L.C. Information Bulletin, 
v. 20, p. 234-6, April 24, 1961) 

On May 19, a member of the team con- 
ducting this study for L.C., Don R. Swan- 
son, Manager of the Synthetic Intelligence 
Department of Ramo-Woolridge Labora- 
tories, spoke to the Southern California As- 
sociation of Law Libraries. Dr. Swanson 
reported on a research project undertaken 
by his Department using 100 articles on 
physics with the result that electronic word- 
finding indexing produced one third of the 
available information and conventional li- 
brary indexing one-sixth. Since outstanding 
researchers were used a greater amount of 
information may have been retrieved by 
them than would have been by the ordinary 
library user. 

Dr. Swanson emphasized that machine in- 
dexing is not suited for the selection of im- 
portant or otherwise critically evaluated in- 
formation out of the general amount of 
information available. There have been fre- 
quent incidents where electronic informa- 
tion projects have pointed to new methods 
of the application of conventional informa- 
tion retrieval. Installation of electronic in- 
formation systems is primarily a financial 
question; when conventional systems are less 
expensive, they should be continued. 
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Library Catalog Card Reproduction 
Will Be Studied 


The Library Technology Project of the 
American Library Association has announced 
that with financial support from the Coun- 
cil on Library Resources it will undertake 
the study of reproduction of catalog cards. 
Last year the Library of Congress and the 
H. W. Wilson Company each sold 32 million 
cards and it is estimated that individual li- 
braries produced 100 million cards to meet 
their own requirements. This tremendous 
volume of catalog cards used by libraries 
and the expensive and inefficient methods 
employed point up the urgent need for the 
study. 

The newly announced study will be di- 
vided into two phases. In the first, current 
catalog card production will be analyzed. 
$49,470 has been allocated for the first 
phase of the investigation which will in- 
clude: the concept of the catalog card as 
the most efficient and economical means of 
indexing a library’s holdings; the avail- 
ability, cost and methods for reproducing 
catalog cards in libraries of all sizes and 
types; and an evaluation of presently avail- 
able makes and models of card reproduction 
equipment. Design and production of new 
equipment for card production will be in- 
vestigated in the second phase. 


This study is only one in the research- 
testing-standardizing program aimed to pro- 
vide the library profession with an evalua- 


tion of already existing mechanisms and 
systems and to furnish purchasing guide- 
lines for library supplies and equipment. The 
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Library Technology: a Standards Program 
on Equipment and Supplies, usually re- 
ferred to as the Library Technology Project, 
began operation in May 1959 under a two- 
year grant of $136,395 from the Council on 
Library Resources. Mr. Frazer G. Poole serves 
as Director. 

Testing programs have included book 
copying equipment, book marking devices, 
card-holding devices for typewriters, pam- 
phlet boxes, newspaper holders, pressure 
sensitive tapes, polyvinyl acetate adhesives 
and Mylar laminating equipment. The four 
major goals of the LTP are: (1) To pro- 
vide a technical information service: (2) To 
develop a testing program. (3) To under- 
take a research and development program. 
(4) To promote the standardization of li- 
brary equipment and supplies. It is con- 
templated that at the conclusion of some 
studies manuals will be published as a part 
of the technical information service.

BOOK REVIEW

Bayitch, S. A. Latin America, A Bib- 
liographical Guide to Economy, 
History, Law, Politics and Society. 
New York: Oceana, 1961. Pp. 352. 
$12.50. 


This work, which is Number 6 of 
the Interamerican Legal Studies of 
the University of Miami School of 
Law, makes a splendid contribution 
to a field where bibliographical ma- 
terial is scarce indeed. Although the 
Guide is selective and lists only items 
in English, nevertheless, it will prove 
to be most helpful to librarians and 
research workers. The author deserves 
to be congratulated for his interest 
and “know how’ in compiling this 
useful bibliography. The reviewer 
agrees with the author when he states 
that there is a need for special bib- 
liographies not limited to works in 
English. Perhaps Professor Bayitch 
will find it possible in the future to 
turn his talents in this direction. 


The Guide has been divided into 
five parts. Part One contains data on 
bibliographical and reference works. 
At the end of Part One, there are 
two lists, the first of important peri- 
odicals and other continuations, and 
the second of books and articles in 
periodicals dealing with comparative 
method. The reviewer was pleased to 
note that Professor Bayitch included 


the Inter-American Law Review as 
one of the important Latin American 
periodicals. This Review, which is 
published at Tulane University un- 
der the auspices of the Tulane In- 
stitute of Comparative Law, is bi- 
lingual, being printed in both English 
and Spanish, so as to permit reading 
in any part of the English or Spanish- 
speaking world, including virtually 
all of this hemisphere. Part Two lists 
items which contain general informa- 
tion on Latin America. This is in 
keeping with the author’s purpose to 
limit the Guide to selected items on 
these topics, with the broader cover- 
age being given to law and related 
topics. It should also be noted here 
that materials concerning interna- 
tional law and foreign relations are 
excluded because, as the author ex- 
plains, the amount of available ma- 
terial would require another volume. 
Part Three contains selected back- 
ground materials, particularly those 
dealing with the Indian as well as 
the European origins of present-day 
Latin America. It is divided into 
fundamentals, background, and civil 
law versus common law. Part Four 
is the guide by subjects from 
“administration” through “women,” 
while Part Five, which makes up the 
bulk of the book, is the guide by 
countries. All of the Latin American 
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countries are covered in Part Five, 
the material on each country being 
broken down into general informa- 
tion, economy, history, law, and poli- 
tics, followed by subject headings 
alphabetically arranged. The book 
also contains an addenda, an index, 
a table of abbreviations, and a most 
important list of periodicals and 
other continuations cited in the vol- 
ume. 

As to the best method to use the 
Guide, the author’s own explanation 
will be the most helpful. 

“A few simple rules will show how 
to use the Guide. Where information 
is sought on a topic concerning one 
country, the search should start from 
this country, after the appropriate 
heading has been identified, if neces- 
sary through the Index. If additional 
or more general information is 
needed, then Part Four should be 
consulted, both parts using the same 
arrangements of subjects. Finally, 
where projection against the back- 
ground is wanted, one or another of 
the broad headings in Part Two may 
suggest useful items. Of course, in 
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view of the self-imposed limitations 
as well as human imperfections, the 
Guide cannot promise to be the key 
to every kind of question. If the 
Guide should fail, then one or an- 
other bibliography listed in Part One 
might have the answer. 

“The same process but in reverse 
will lead the user from a general 
problem to a more specific. 

“Before using the Guide it is ad- 
visable to check the Index in order 
to find the right heading. This is par- 
ticularly important “where a transi- 
tion from common law to civil law 
is involved. The user may rest as- 
sured that such situations have been 
kept in mind.” 

The Guide is intended to be not 
only a bibliography but also a re- 
search guide with the general reader 
in mind, and in this it achieves its 
purpose admirably. It will find a 
secure place on the shelves of all 
who are interested in Latin Ameri- 
can Law.

Abernathy, Glenn. The Right of Assembly 
and Columbia, S.C.:  Uni- 
versity of South Carolina Press, 1961.

Professor Abernathy’s book is both timely 
and interesting. In scholarly fashion he has 
organized material from the common law, 
legislation and constitutional law. 
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Riding the trend discernible in Supreme 
Court decisions (i.e., compare Shelton v. 
Tucker,—U.S.—, 81 S.Ct. 274 (Dec. 12, 1960) 
and Hague v. C.I.0., 307 U.S. 496 [1939]) 
the author distinguishes the privileges of 
association and assembly. The distinction 
has constitutional validity and links itself 
to a relatively simple understanding of the 
two privileges by the reader. 

A few areas receive sparse attention (such 
as the governmental employment problems) 
but, generally, a comprehensive treatment of 
the privileges is achieved. The reviewer, in 
particular, appreciated the author’s em- 
phasis on state legislation and decisions. 

The author's personal “value judgments” 
are scattered throughout the volume. Typi- 
cal of political scientists he rejects the view- 
point of an “absolutist” preferring the 
“weighing” approach. To quote him: “The 
view here is that there are conflicting values 
which must be counted and weighed, but 
that they do not all weigh the same.” To 
this critic it would appear that some value 
is adopted here. Perhaps when one loudly 
tosses the absolute out of the front door, it 
silently creeps in through the back door. 
The author’s preferences would seem to 
approximate that of a figure slightly more 
conservative than Justice Black. 


There is a table of cases, a selected refer- 
ence table, a one page index and there are 
ample footnotes. The book is the most 
comprehensive study of the subject.

In this slim. volume The Brookings Insti- 
tution continues its interest in substantive 
studies dealing with all phases of our inter- 
national life and especially those aspects 
touching on foreign aid. This book should 
be valuable for all lawyers and law students 
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wishing a simplified but thorough intro- 
duction to an important and complex field. 
After defining the terms “grants” and “loans” 
and explaining how currency funds must 
and can be used, he deals with the practi- 
calities of international aid operations. 
Chapters two and three analyze the effect on 
balance of payments of the United States, 
the countries aided and the third countries, 
together with types and amounts of aid 
given. A competent treatment is given of the 
policy issues with major consideration of the 
question whether all aid can presently be 
administered by loan or whether there is 
still a real need for outright grants. The final 
chapter (five) states the conclusions as to 
volume and distribution of aid, suggested 
solutions for the local currency problem and 
an analysis of programs to be undertaken. 
The author advocates unification of our 
own aid program and coordination of it with 
all others aiding through the consortium 
type approach administered under the Inter- 
national or Interamerican Bank where 
indicated. The study includes a short but 
useful list of selected readings. The timeli- 
ness of the subject and the lack of material 
make this a most valuable contribution. 
Again we of the legal profession are in the 
debt of The Brookings Institution.

This book is volume one of a projected 
series of eight, to be known as the Regesta 
Regum Scottorum, which plans to publish 
the written acts of the sovereigns of Scotland 
from c. 1114 to 1424. (The eighth volume will 
contain facsimiles). Almost half the volume 
contains introductory material, including 
excellent monographs entitled “The Life and 
Reign of Malcolm IV” and “Scottish Royal 
Government, 1153-65.” Next there is a de- 
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tailed “analysis” of the acts, followed by 
short discussions covering such topics as 
methods of dating and of editing. The acts 
are reproduced in the original. The printing 
is clear and the editor keeps a firm grasp on 
his material. 

The “Introduction” covers little of interest 
to legal historians, partly because there are 
few records of Malcolm exercising judicial 
functions. But many of the “Acts” them- 
selves are legal in nature, i.e., land grants 
and brieves. The editor’s short description 
of the judicial hierarchy and of legal brieves 
(he discusses several in detail) serves as an 
introduction to Scots law during the period 
Henry II ruled England, and is made es- 
pecially meaningful by references to con- 
temporary English law. 

The book would seem better suited for a 
general library and should be obtained as a 
research tool for legal historians only if 
purchase of the entire series is contemplated.

This account of judicial development in 
the Southwest, 1853-1874, is especially worth- 
while for an extensive bibliography which 
it includes. The book calls attention to early 
records that are missing from official files. It 
is possible that with the aid of references 
such as these some missing documents may 
still be located. By reprinting informative 
letters from Benedict to President Lincoln 
Attorney General Bates, information 
contained in them becomes more readily 
available to other researchers. Much of the

Benedict was admitted to law practice in 
Mississippi prior to 1834.

McCloskey, Robert G. The American 
Supreme Court. Chicago: The University

Throughout our history, periods of relative 
stability in constitutional law have alternated 
with abrupt changes. The Supreme Court 
has been continually engaged in a search to 
determine the scope and limitations of the 
Constitution and the character and di- 
mensions of its own role in the government. 
Even today many important questions have 
never been settled, but have been subject to 
re-examination by changing personnel under 
changing circumstances. Within a few well- 
written and substantially sound essays, Pro- 
fessor McCloskey has been able to portray a 
comprehensive survey of the major themes 
related to constitutional law. While his 
book concentrates mainly on the role of the 
Court in our constitutional history, he 
furnishes us with a general history, theory, 
and analysis in a solid, compact manner, 
resulting in a lively, readable account of the 
role of the Supreme Court as the arbiter of 
constitutionality. 

The book is divided into three periods: 
1789-1865, 1865-1937, and 1937-1959; covering 
a period of 170 years in 200 pages. The re- 
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sult, unfortunately, is that a fuller dis- 
cussion about the men who composed the 
court is neglected. 

Professor McCloskey’s book reflects deep 
and thinking and analysis of 
problems related to judicial review. Par- 
ticular reference should be made to the Iist 
of important dates supplied to the reader in 
the special section at the end of the book, 
as well as an extremely valuable bibliogra- 
phic essay for librarians. The index is well 
organized and quite competent.

The avowed purpose of this book is to 
place current merger policies in historical 
perspective by systematically evaluating the 
administration of Section 7 of the Clay- 
ton Act, particularly with regard to eco- 
nomic implications of court decisions. The 
book opens with a discussion of the insti- 
tutional setting of the Clayton Act and a 
history of Section 7. Administration of 
Section 7 is next considered in historical 
chronology: administration prior to judicial 
interpretation; judicial interpretation; ad- 
ministration prior to the 1950 Amendment; 
implications of the 1950 Amendment; and 
administration today. The book closes with 
a short discussion of corporate mergers and 
antitrust policies, particularly in relation to 
economic problems. 

The major emphasis of the book is on 
the 1950 amendment to Section 7. It is 
the author’s thesis that the amendment was 
more than a mere “plugging of loopholes.” 
He asserts that asset acquisition, the princi- 
pal subject of the amendment, was not a 
means of circumventing Section 7’s prohibi- 
tion against stock acquisition and, therefore, 
the amendment produced a major change 
in substantive law. 

The book contains a complete bibliography 
and table of cases and is extensively foot- 
noted. The index is not too helpful, however, 
as it relates primarily to names of individuals 
and parties involved in litigation and not 
to subjects. The primary value of the book 
lies in its comprehensive coverage of the 
subject from an economic point of view. 
while the praticing lawyer would probably 
find little use for the book, it would be of 
value to economists, business 
and students of public policy and industrial 
organization.

Lord Radcliffe presented the 1960 Rosen- 
thal Lectures, which comprise this eloquent 
volume (of less than one hundred pages) 
and which are worthy of enthusiastic ac- 
claim much in the same sense that the 1940 
Rosenthal Lectures by Lon Fuller (The Law 
in Quest of Itself) have become classics. 

In the first lecture, “Pillar of Society,” 
Lord Radcliffe points out that if law is to 
stand for the future, as it has stood for 
the past, as a sustaining pillar of society, 
it must discover some point of reference 
more universal than its own internal logic. 
In the second lecture, “Riding an Unruly 
Horse,” he inquires whether an enlightened 
conception of public policy can provide a 
scale of measurement. Lord Radcliffe states 
that it is the dignity of the individual that 
affords the true basis for a doctrine of 
public policy to be applied by the courts 
as a substantive part of the law. In the 
third, and almost dogmatic, lecture, “Not in 
Feather Beds,” he discusses the problem of 
preserving the spirit of freedom in modern 
society. The third lecture is a sensitively 
moving and quite unforgetable experience 
for any reader. 

The book is recommended for all law li- 
braries whose readers seek a meritorious book 
centered upon one of the perennial themes 
of human society, the liberty of the in- 
dividual.

In a short little volume, Paul Ramsey, 

Head of the Department of Religion at 
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Princeton University, has treated thoughtful- 
ly the subject of Christian ethics in the 
context of the current sit-in demonstrations 
waged by those protesting racial segregation. 
One might expect a book on this topic to be 
a sociological brief or political tract excori- 
ating what the writer deems to be the moat 
in the other’s eye, while completely over- 
looking the beam of implicit justification of 
trespass which a condonation of this conduct 
assumes. That the author thinks well of the 
“dedicated” youth who are participating in 
the sit-ins is amply shown, but his thinking 
is not dimmed by the shallowness character- 
istic of most of the so-called theologians or 
religious leaders whose names make frequent 
press appearances in 
racial unrest.

After a relatively lengthy introduction, 
Professor Ramsey divides his text into three 
parts. The first, titled “The Created Desti- 
nation of Property Rights,” treats of the 
time-honored problems of ethics: justice, 
charity, and property as a natural right. In 
the second chapter on ““Law and Order’ with 
Charity” are discussed several subjects: the 
neighborhood and planned _inte- 
gration, integration and the familial quality 
in churches, state action and the protective 
role of private property, and the law and 
civil disobedience.

The author, an Italian-born scholar, mi- 
grated to Israel in 1939 after holding im- 
portant academic posts in Italy. He is now 
Professor of Civil Law at Hebrew University 
and has played an active part, in academic 
and official positions, in the formulation of 
Israeli legal theory and legislation. 

The studies range among the most in- 
triguing intellectual problems of law gen- 
erally, e.g., reception of law in a new state; 
conflicts of law in a_ pluralistic 
migration of common

law; problems of 


lacunae in the law; choices between religious 


and secular law. These questions have ex- 
cited the imagination and ingenuity of the 
logicians and metaphysicians of the law and 
have produced some of the best theoretical 
thinking in law. 

Professor Tedeschi writes in the best sense 
of this intellectual he has 
also been strongly influenced by modern 
experimental and sociological jurisprudence.

The volume 
opens and closes with a group of essays on 
various aspects of comparative law. The first 
group emphasizes the study of comparative 
law, while the second group deals more with 
substantive matters. Two random examples 
illustrate the diversity of the subject matter. 
Roscoe Pound’s “The Passing of Mainstreet- 
ism” concerns a subject which, according to 
Pound, means “the passing of a cult of local 
law which was a characteristic of our 19th 
century.” In the latter group is Phanor J. 
Eder’s “Habeas Corpus Disembodied: The 


Latin American Experience.” The remaining 
two sections of the volume deal with specific 
areas of foreign law and with the field of 
conflicts, that close relative of comparative 
law. 

Although the essays are of uneven quality, 
they are, considered as a whole, a quintes- 
sential collection.

Of necessity these documents 
are drawn from the contemporary public 
record. But since the Department of State’s 
Foreign Relations series is published about 
a generation after the events described, the 
Council’s Documents series has real utility 
in providing current documentation of 
American foreign policy within a single 
calendar year.

quarters is at hand. A study and evaluation 
of sites has crystallized this year into the 
decision that space in the new ALA head- 
quarters, when completed two years hence, 
offers the best as to cost, location, services, 
and opportunity for important liaison re- 
lationships. Not so easy is the finding of an 
answer to the problems of financing and 
personnel. Income to meet basic costs must 
be from assured regular association sources, 
and must not be dependent upon variable 
and without. The 
functions to be assigned the personnel must 
be clearly and realistically defined, to re- 
main within bounds of a just compensation 


unstable subsidy from 


which the association could afford. The in- 
itial and practical approach would caution 
that, in shopping for a serviceable compact, 
one not wander into a Cadillac showroom. 

I recommend as an immediate need for 
practical use, the preparation of an Associa- 
tion Handbook for Officers and Committee- 
men. Too much time is now consumed by 
your officers because of necessity for letters 
of inquiry seeking information which should 
be at hand. Too much effort at the commit- 
tee level, overlaps or is duplicated. Such a 
committee 
and an 


handbook should contain for 


chairmen, a statement of purpose 
expanded procedure guide. 

Two new committees were authorized by 
the Executive Board: the Certification Com- 
mittee to determine and evaluate the factors 
to be assigned points for a graded system of 
certification—and—the Recruitment Commit- 
tee which will develop and put into opera- 
tion a plan based upon the results of 
President-elect Finley’s Recruitment Survey. 
These two committees are forming under 
the capable chairmanship of Julius Marke 
and Marian Gallagher, respectively, and brief 
progress reports may be possible by the 
time we meet in June. 

Two new liaison functions have been un- 
dertaken by the AALL on invitation from 


the American Library Association and the 
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Association of State Libraries. Both func- 
tions seemed sufficiently related that the 
two were assigned to Charlotte Dunnebacke. 
The first concerns representation of AALL 
on the Advisory Committee for the State Li- 
brary Survey to be conducted by the ALA 
under a grant of funds from the Carnegie 
Corporation. The related assignment is rep- 
resentation on a new joint committee of 
the AALL, Association of State Libraries, 
Library of Congress, Library Services Branch 
of the U.S. Office of Education, National 
Legislative Conference, and, Society of Amer- 
ican Archivists. The function of this joint 
committee is to delineate the purposes and 
to plan the programs for the Assembly of 
State Librarians. Two such Assemblies have 
been held to date at the Library of Congress. 

The American Association of Law Li- 
braries voiced its opinion to Dr. Luther 
Evans, Director, on his Survey of Federal 
Departmental Libraries for the Brookings 
means of a splendid special 
Report prepared by Arthur A. Charpentier, 
Miles O. Price, and Julius J. Marke, Chair- 
man.

TREASURER’S REPORT 


As will be shown by the statement follow- 
ing this report, our financial affairs took 
a downward trend this year, and we ended 
cash on hand of 


with a reduction in 


$1,452.58. In itself, this is not serious, but 


it is indicative of some basic financial 
problems facing the Association—problems 
which are going to become more acute in 
the next few years. 

Our activities increase in all areas of 
concern to law libraries. This is as it should 
be if the Association is to be an effective 
professional organization furthering and pro- 
tecting our interests. This cannot be done, 
however, without an increase in operational 
expenses. The Law Library Journal con- 
tinues at the same high scholarly level, but 
it cost us $1,170.27 more this year. It should 
be pointed out that the Business Manager, 
Eugene Wypyski, has increased our adver- 
tising revenue considerably, and this will 
be reflected in next year’s income. Secretarial 
help increased $373.62, travel increased 
$1,390.79, postage increased $384.54—all of 
which is inevitable if officers and committee 
representatives, busy with their regular posi- 
tions, are to be able to perform the in- 
creased duties put on them by Association 
activities. On the other hand, income in- 
creased little. The conclusion is that we must 
be thinking seriously and quickly about 
means of increasing our income merely to 
cover routine expenses. This is in addition 
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to the current work to discover the means 
by which our badly needed headquarters 
can be established. 

We are indebted to the Minnesota Chap- 
ter, who saved us from a serious deficit, by 
presenting us with a profit of $4,110.21 from 
the Minneapolis meeting. Our new publica- 
tion series earned us $265.80 this year, and 
the prospects for its continued financial 
success are bright. 

The Index to Foreign Legal Periodicals, 
while far from its goal of financial independ- 
ence, has continued to increase its subscrip- 
tion list with an easing of financial problems 
as a result. The Trustees of the fund, your 
Treasurer, and William B. Stern, Chairman 
of the Foreign Law Indexing Committee, are 
in constant touch to insure that the Ford 
Foundation grant is effectively utilized for 
the Index’s purposes. 

The Index To Legal Periodicals, reflecting 
the increase in subscription rates, returned 
$5,214.40 to the Association this past year. 
Next year will see the publication of an- 
other cumulative volume, which makes the 
forecasting of financial prospects difficult. A 
proposal for sale of the Index comes before 
the annual meeting this year. If approved, 
the Association’s financial interest in the 
Index will be terminated. 

Finally, attention is called to the report 
of the new A.A.L.L. Scholarship Fund, which 
has been established by the Executive Board 
on the recommendation of the Scholarship 
Committee, headed by Lois Hill Dean. It 
is hoped that all will keep the fund in mind 
for contributions in order that we can make 
our first grant to a student of law Librarian- 
ship in the near future. Our membership as 
of this report is as follows:

COMMITTEE ON CATALOGUING 
AND CLASSIFICATION 


This year the work on the LC subject 
headings for legal literature was officially 
assigned to the sub-committee known gen- 
erally as the “Washington Working Group” 
under the chairmanship of Werner B. El- 
linger with the assistance of Charles C. Bead 
and Helen C. McLaury, a report of which 
sub-committee is hereto appended.

CATALOGUING AND CLASSIFI- 
CATION — SUBCOMMITTEE ON 
L.C. SUBJECT HEADINGS FOR 
LEGAL LITERATURE 


The Subcommittee on L.C. Subject Head- 
ings for Legal Literature was established at 
the annual meeting in 1960 to carry on, 
with the same membership, the work of 
the informal Washington Working Group 
from the Committee on Cataloguing and 
Classification. The work on the compilation 
and preliminary editing of the list, in which 
this group had been engaged, was kept in 
abeyance pending an application for financial 
support upon which the project depended. 
At the annual meeting in 1960 it was an- 
nounced that the Council on Library Re- 
sources had made a grant to the Association 
in the amount of $5,000 for the production 
of a checking edition by photomechanica’ 
means. The Subcommittee thereupon re 
sumed the preparation of the list. 

When the project was begun, it was 
thought that a checking edition could be 
prepared from the card copy as submitted 
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by a group of volunteer compilers; an ex- 
amination of the file, however, led to the 
conclusion that to do so would present in- 
superable difficulties to a scattered group of 
volunteer editors of the final publication and 
that, in order to avoid costly and extensive 
revisions in the final edition, an editing job 
on the copy for the checking edition itself 
was indispensable. The editing has been 
completed through the letter J. Because of 
an extended absence from the country of 
the chairman of the Subcommittee and the 
inability of the other members of the Sub- 
committee to work on the list, it is expected 
that the completion of the copy for the 
checking edition, which depends upon 
donated time and upon labor which by the 
nature of the job falls chiefly on one in- 
dividual, will require several more months. 
The time for the use of its grant has been 
extended by the Council on Library Re- 
sources until the end of 1961.

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COMMITTEE ON FOREIGN LAW 
INDEXING 


The work on the Index to Foreign Legal 
Periodicals has proceeded in accordance with 
our previous planning (see Annual Report 
1959/60, 53 Law Library Journal 304). The 
first cumulative annual volume has been 
published, containing on 270 pages the fol- 
lowing features: alphabetical and classed 
lists of our subject headings, alphabetical 
subject, geographical, book review and au- 
thor indexes. A List of Periodicals Indexed, 
compiled by Mrs. Lilly Roberts and listing 
subscription addresses of indexed periodi- 
cals, was distributed to all subscribers. A 
union list of indexed periodicals which are 
found in major American law libraries was 
compiled by Dr. Kurt and re- 
gional union lists were published in New 
York and California. These union lists have 
already proved themselves as an incentive 
for the improvement of library holdings. The 
classed arrangement of the subject headings 
was prepared by the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee. Contracts were let for the transla- 
tions of the classed subject headings into 
French and German. For this purpose, four 
translators have been carefully selected as 
being well qualified in the field of legal 
translation for purposes of legal research.

The Index was reviewed or noticed in 
British, French, German and Russian peri- 
odicals; additional reviews are in prepara- 
tion. Promotional work is continuing, and 
subscriptions have doubled since the last 
report. The sale of the first annual volume 
provides an additional source of income.

ficulties of maintaining the continuity of 
a qualified editorial staff, the difficulties of 
supervision of editorial work and the con- 
stant fluctuation of income and expenses 
between revisions of subscription rates. The 
Committee therefore pursued the possibility 
of having the H. W. Wilson Company take 
over the publication of the Index. For many 
years, no publisher, law or other, could be 
interested in taking over the Index, but by 
letter of December 19, 1960, the H. W. Wil- 
son Company submitted a proposal to pur- 
chase the Index to Legal Periodicals. This 
was done only after the response to a ques- 
tionnaire sent to subscribers to the Index 
in September, 1960, indicated that a vast 
majority of them (89.4%) favored combining 
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the Author Index and Subject Index sec- 
tions into one alphabet. The other proposals 
to change the format of the Index were 
voted down and no other change in the 
format of the Index would be made in the 
event that it is taken over by the H. W. 
Wilson Company. The proposal to purchase 
the Index was found by the Committee to 
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be a very fair one, with the estimated value 
established under a formula suggested by 
Price Waterhouse & Co. This opportunity to 
insure the continuity of this valuable re- 
search tool by placing it in the hands of 
the highly reputable publisher of practically 
all other periodical indexes was urged on the 
Executive Board.

One of the most difficult tasks of the 
Committee during the current year was the 
reevaluation of the list of periodicals in- 
After the entire Committee had 
worked on this project extensively and had 
arrived at a list of forty-one periodicals to 
be eliminated because they did not contain

Microforms continue to infiltrate the tradi- 
tional research habits of the legal profes- 
sion.

The Committee has served as a clearing 
house in all phases of documentary reproduc- 
tion—copy methods, application, equipment

flects the many phases in which microforms 
affect law libraries. 


IMPORTANT DEVELOPMENTS 1960-61 


The Council of Library Resources has made 
research funds available for solving the 
problem of an inexpensive handreader for 
microtext. This quest for an “optical grail,” 
undertaken by the Battelle Memorial In- 
stitute, will also seek to identify the source 
of dissatisfaction and inconvenience in the 
use of microtexts by individuals. 

Registration of Micro-Texts. It is now im- 
possible to learn satisfactorily of important 
materials existing in microfilm, Microcard, 


Microprint, etc. A study, directed to im- 
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proving the situation and the bibliographical 
control of microforms, is being conducted 
by Professor Wesley Simonton of the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota. 

The Readex Microprint Corporation. The 
past year has seen Readex Microprint em- 
bark on a policy of breaking down some 
of its larger publications, such as long runs 
of public documents, into their component 
parts. For instance, the U.S. Government 
Publications are now available to libraries in 
groups, including all the publications of a 
single department, office, or bureau, or the 
annual issues of such serials as the Federal 
Register and the Congressional Record 
(daily edition). The Congressional Commit- 
tee Hearings and the Committee Prints are 
also available as a separate unit, as well as 
the Senate and House Bills. 

Publication of the United Nations Docu- 
ments and Official Records is continuing and 
the complete publication output for 1959 
is now being delivered. Here again, it is 
possible for libraries to subscribe to the 
publications of any of the main bodies—the 
General Assembly, Security Council, Eco- 
nomic and Social Council and the Trustee- 
ship Council—as separate units. The gap in 
time between the publication of the original 
documents and their appearance in Micro- 
print form is rapidly being closed because 
of closer relations with the United Nations 
Publications Office. 

Readex has continued to add to the 
groups in the U.S. Serial Set. The collection 
now consists of thirteen groups covering the 
period from the 13th Congress, ist Session, 
Dec. 1, 1817 to the 83rd Congress, 2nd Ses- 
sion, Mar. 3, 1955. Each group, of course, 
may be purchased separately at an average 
cost of about $185.00 each. 

Temple University School of Law. Erwin 
Surrency has been most zealous in micro- 
filming unique items of interest to students 
of American legal history. A complete list 
is available from Temple University School 
of Law which is sponsoring this undertaking 
on a non-profit basis. 

Matthew Bender & Company. The Com- 
mittee is grateful to the Matthew Bender 
Company for its cooperation ir expediting 
the legislative history project. Also under 
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its aegis is the Microcard edition of United 
States Supreme Court records on appeal. 
Both of these are basic research tools and 
should receive a wider acceptance from law 
librarians. 

New York Public Library. National and 
Local Gazettes Microfilming Program. The 
New York Public Library has prepared 
master negative files of Gazettes for some 
one hundred countries and provinces. Ap- 
plications for catalogs and inquiries may be 
directed to Gazettes Program, New York 
Public Library, Fifth Avenue and 42nd 
Street, New York 18, N.Y., Room 101.

POSITIONS FILLED

As of the date of this report twenty-five 
positions remain unfilled. There are two 
positions which have been on file for more 
than two years, two more are on file just 
two years and the remaining are just over 
a year old or less. 

The greatest demand is for catalogers— 
most of these openings have gone unfilled. 
There were nine filed this year: just one be- 
ing filled and that the position of Head 
Cataloger. Three of the openings received 
prior to April 1960: one for a Head Cata- 
loger and two for regular catalogers were 
also filled during this year. 


EDUCATIONAL REQUIREMENTS DESIRED 


The demand for the Library Science de- 
gree continues to grow. This is, of course, 
due to the increased demand for catalogers. 
It is even greater for other types of posi- 


tions in all types of libraries. At present 
there appears to be more insistence on the 
B.S.L.S. than LL.B. except in the case of 
law schools where the matter of faculty 


status is concerned. 


NOTIFICATION OF POSITIONS FILLED 


The greatest problem for the Chairman 
is obtaining information from the employers 
when they fill a position. The Chairman can 
ask for this information just once a year 
without becoming a nuisance. It would be 
wonderful, however, to be able to get a 
little more cooperation from the employer. 


PERSONNEL DATA REVISION 


The project of bringing the personnel 
forms of prospective candidates up to date, 
which was begun in March 1960, has now 
been completed. The response was rather 
poor. A total of 144 requests for “up-dating” 
were sent out and eighty failed to respond. 
These eighty forms have been removed from 
the active files. This is absolutely necessary 
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as no employer will be satisfied with an 
old personnel form especially when the ad- 
dress stated is no longer accurate—much less 
the other pertinent data.

COMMITTEE ON PRIVATE LAW 
LIBRARIES 


The Committee on Private Law Libraries 
has now completed its second year of exist- 
ence. This second year has proved as fruit- 
ful as the first. This was mainly due to the 
unstinting cooperation of firm and company 
librarians across the country. 

The primary project was, and is, a con- 


tinuing one—the preparation of a Manual 


of Private Law Library procedure. The 
Editorial Board has been painstakingly read- 
ing, checking and _ consolidating various 
manuscripts received from our many con- 
tributors. Indications are that the finished 
work will be a helpful and comprehensive 
procedural handbook. It will be published 
as part of the AALL Publications Series. We 
had hoped to complete the Manual before 
the 1961 Convention of AALL. However, our 
schedule now indicates a Fall publication 
date. 

We have continued our clearinghouse ar- 
rangement for answering, without undue 
delay, pressing questions on private law li- 
brary problems. This clearinghouse is not a 
substitute for the “Questions and Answers” 
department in the Law Library Journal, but 
is meant to augment it when time is of es- 
sence. 

The Committee was pleased with letters 
it received commending the institution of 


the column, “Firm Facts” in the Law Library 
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Journal. The feature is devoted primarily to 
spotlighting bibliographic materials not nor- 
mally publicized, but of interest to private 
law librarians. 

In order io bolster attendance of private 
law librarians at annual meetings of AALL, 
the Committee has offered to contact desig- 
nated partners and officers-in-charge and 
outline the benefits derived from the par- 
ticipation of their librarians in convention 
activities,

COMMITTEE ON PUBLICATIONS

A de- 
tailed announcement of these is in the 
May, 1961, issue of the Law Library Jour- 
nal. 

Number three of the AALL Publications 
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Series will be issued next fall. It will con- 
tain the Proceedings of the 1961 A.A.L.L. 
Institute. Myrtle Moody is handling the 
preparation and editing of this number. 

The first two numbers of the series netted 
the association about two hundred dollars 
in royalties. Many copies were purchased by 
non-law libraries, some of which have placed 
continuation orders. 

Again this year the committee wishes to 
extend thanks for the aid of Fred Rothman 
whose interest and generosity have contrib- 
uted a great deal to the success of the 
committee’s endeavors. We also wish to thank 
who have forwarded material and 
information to us. This we especially ap- 
preciate since we would like to have the

The Sub-Committee on Education for 
Special Librarianship is preparing a state- 
ment on the proposed curricula for the edu- 
cation of special librarians. 

2. William R. Roalfe has been appointed 
AALL representative on the newly-created 
Joint on Visiting Foreign Li- 
brarians to coordinate work of member as-

g. On its thirteenth anniversary U.S. Book 
Exchange announced it has supplied a total 
of approximately 3,120,000 publications to a 
membership of 2,400 libraries throughout the 
world. Myrtle Moody and Margaret Coonan 
attended a meeting for cooperation among 
the several American library exchange opera- 
tions, at USBE in October.

JOINT LIBRARIES COMMITTEE 
ON FAIR USE IN 
PHOTOCOPYING 


Since February, 1959 the Joint Libraries 
Committee on Fair Use in Photocopying has 
been studying the problems of libraries in 
responding to requests for photocopies of 
books and other publications and parts there- 
of. By unanimous action of committee mem- 
bers consisting of representatives of the As-

Libraries Association, the American Library 


sociation of Libraries, Special 


Association, the American Association of 


Law Libraries and representatives of the 


Council on Library Resources, Inc. and of 


the Library of Congress (Copyright Office) 
consultants, the Committee 


who served as 


recommends that it be “library policy to 
fill an order for a single photocopy of any 
published work or any part thereof.” This 
recommendation is based on factual studies 
of library practices at three government li- 
braries, three public libraries, and four Uni- 
versity libraries. These studies establish that

1. The making of a single photocopy by 
a library is a direct and natural extension 
of traditional library service. 

2. Such service, employing modern copy- 
ing methods has become essential. 

3g. The present demand can be satisfied 
without inflicting measurable damage on 
publishers and copyright owners. 

j. Improved copying processes will not 
materially affect the demand for single copy 
library duplication for research purposes.

terial in the library is so clearly a direct and 
natural and necessary incident of ordinary 
library service and practice as to raise no 
serious question of copyright infringement. 
Accordingly they concurred in the recom- 
mendation of the Committee.

REPORT OF THE AALL REPRE- 
SENTATIVE ON THE JOINT COM- 
MITTEE OF THE COUNCIL OF 
NATIONAL LIBRARY 
ASSOCIATIONS ON 
VISITING FOREIGN 
LIBRARIANS 


The undersigned was appointed to repre- 
sent the AALL on the CNLA Committee on 
Visiting Foreign Librarians in December 1960 
and has attended two meetings of that Com- 
mittee—the organization meeting in Wash- 
ington, D.C., on January 16, 1961 and a 
second meeting in Chicago on February 2, 
1961. The purpose of the Committee is “to 
insure better communication concerning 
visiting foreign Librarians and to assist in 
making their visits more effective.” To this 
end the Committee plans to work with na- 
tional and local representatives of various 
groups in “coordinating existing programs 
for guiding, advising, and providing hospi- 
tality for foreign librarians and foreign 
visitors interested in libraries.” 

The Committee hopes to establish a na- 
tional center to coordinate the program and 
regional centers to cooperate with the na- 
tional center and to implement the program 
in the several areas involved. Funds will be 
sought to support the national center but 
it is contemplated that the regional centers 
will be operated on a voluntary basis. 

Because of the difficulty of bringing the 
committee members, who are widely dis- 
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persed geographically, together for commit- 
tee meetings the cooperating associations 
may appoint alternate representatives if they 
desire to do so. This step has not as of the 
date of this report been taken by the AALL.
